Press  Club 
Pickets

Third  Ring  Record  Store  Owner 
Raymond  Scoville  of  Joliet  has 
rescinded  his  agreement  to  pay  the 
Joliet  Junior  College  Press  Club 
$600.00  guaranteed  to  them,  by 
contract,  as  their  share  in  the 
profit  from  the  recent  Heartsfield 
concert.  The  concert,  a  joint 
business  venture  between  Scoville 
and  the  Press  Club,  resulted  from 
a  contract  between  the  parties.  As 
stated  in  the  said  contract,  the 
Press  Club,  as  of  no  later  than 
April  22,  1974,  was  to  have 
received  in  full  the  sum  of  $600.00. 

According  to  Robin  Davis,  the 
Press  Club  Treasurer,  the  club 
received  a  letter  from  Scoville  on 
May  3,  1974,  announcing  the 
refusal  of  payment  to  the  club. 
Treasurer  Davis  then  went  on  to 
say  that  he  had  talked  with  Mr. 
Scoville,  by  telephone,  on  the  22nd 
and  was  led  to  believe  that  the 
club  was  to  receive  their  money 
and  would  be  paid  in  full. 

Says  Mr.  Davis.  “He  had  to 
know  on  the  22nd  that  he  wouldn’t 
be  paying  us.  However,  he  said 
that  a  check  would  be  in  the  mail. 

If  he  is  so  reputable  a 
businessman,  why  did  he  not  let 
us  (the  Press  Club)  know  that  he 
would  not  be  paying  us?  There  are 
many  things  that  1  just  don't 
understand.” 

Mr.  Davis  has  contacted  a 
lawyer,  the  school  attorney,  Paul 
Brenner,  who  is  now  working  on 
the  case. 

When  approached  by  the  Blazer 
and  asked  to  comment  on  the 
affair,  Mr.  Scoville,  acting  under 
the  guidance  of  his  attorney, 
stated  that  he  could  say  no  more 
than  what  he  had  already  stated  in 
his  letter  to  the  Press  Club. 

In  the  letter,  Scoville  claims  that 
Press  Club  had  breached  the 
contract  by  failing  to  perform 
“certain  specified  and  agreed 
upon  services,  thus  defaulting  in 
the  terms  of  paragraphs  10,  13  and 
14  of  the  contract.”  These  clauses 
refer  to  a  stage,  security,  cleanup, 
maintainance  and  the  setting  up  of 
lights,  etc.,  all  of  which  Mr. 
Scoville  claims  Press  Club  did  not 
arrange  for  as  agreed  upon  in  the 
contract. 

Mr.  Davis,  however,  contests 
that  a  stage  was  set  up  by  the 
Press  Club  and  arrangements  were 
made  for  lights,  security,  main¬ 
tainance  and  cleanup,  again  by  the 
club. 

Note:  Press  Club  President,  and 
long  time  acquaintainance  of 
Raymond  Scoville,  Tom  Roach, 
warns:  “If  you  decide  to  ignore 
the  boycott  and  shop  at  the  Third 
Ring  anyway,  just  make  sure  you 
have  your  record  in  your  hand 
before  you  turn  over  your  mone,."

president  of  any  class.  She  is  also 
a  member  of  the  President’s 
Advisory  Committee,  senator  to 
SGA,  and  active  in  the  Bro-Sis 
Club.  She  was  recently  elected 
Vice  President  of  the  Coalition  of 
Black  Organizations.  Political 
Science  is  her  major. 

Paul  McCallister  is  a  journalism 
major.  He  is  involved  in 
Publications,  writes  the  B.M.O.C. 
column  in  the  Blazer,  and  is  active 
in  SGA  and  Press  Club.  Although 
this  is  his  first  semester  as  a  full 
time  student,  he  attended  JuCo 
part  time  in  1970  and  was  a  night 
student  in  the  spring  semester  of 
1973. 

This  is  Larry  Orr’s  first  semester 
at  JuCo.  Before  he  attended  JJC, 
he  worked  for  a  year  and  a  half  at 
a  radio  station.  He  is  a  Data 
Processing  major. 

I  asked  each  of  the  candidates 
two  questions  pertaining  to  what 
appear  to  be  two  of  the  more 
controversial  issues  on  campus 
today.  1 )  What  do  you  think  should 
be  done  with  the  $49,000?  2)  Do 
you  think  that  SGA  should  be 
given  full  control  over  the  student 
activity  fees  without  any  ' restric¬ 
tions  from  the  'administration? 

Paul  McCallister:  “The  object  of 
this  election  is  to  provide  the 
Board  of  Trustees  with  a 
constituent  of  the  most  important 
group— the  students.  As  an  active 
individual  in  Publications  and 
Student  Government  I  feel  that  the 


students  as  a  whole  body  should 
decide  how  to  spend  the  now 
infamous  $49,000  fund  from  a  list 
of  options  or  ideas.  There  might  be 
better  ways  to  spend  this  fund 
than  building  a  fine  arts  center  or 
a  swimming  pool.  How  about 
buses  to  provide  students  with 
transportation  to  and  from  school, 
for  instance?  It  is  obvious  that 
committees  and  polls  have  either 
not  been  effective  or  have  been 
ignored.  When  the  students  get 
together  to  examine  their  options, 
then  a  proper  decision  can  be 
made.  This  takes  getting  involved. 

Should  students  be  allowed  full, 
uninhibited  control  of  their  student 
activity  fees?  Honesty  is  the  best 
policy.  1.  for  one.  am  acutely 
aware  of  the  time  it  takes  to  be  a 
student  and  to  be  actively 
involved.  I  am  also  aware  of  the 
tensions.  Giving  the  students 
complete  control  of  this  fund 
would  pave  the  way  toward 
drawing  a  line  between  where 
education  stops  and  activities 
begin,  a  line  that  is  better  left 
undrawn.  It  takes  a  substantial 
amount  of  time  to  properly 
appropriate  funds  and  certain 
groups  of  individuals  or  clubs 
could  become  alienated.  I  consider 
this  to  be  a  question  of 
responsibility  rather  than  a  power 
struggle  or  a  question  or  rights. 
More  students  should  get  involved 
actively  and  an  acceptance  of  more 
responsibility  can  result  from  this. 
There  is  plenty  of  room  for  those 
who  wish  to  become  involved  and  1 
know  they  will  be  welcome." 

Marlene  Brown:  "There  are  at 
Present  two  options  (1)  a 
swimming  pool  and  (2)  a  fine  arts 
center.  The  year  is  rushing  past 
and  a  decision  has  not  been  made. 

1  feel  the  administration  must  be 
sensitive  to  the  needs  of  the 
students  at  JJC.  But  realizing  the 
difficulties  in  making  decisions.  I 
will  propose  a  hypothetical 
solution.  Taking  245  students  at 
random  and  granting  them  $200.00 
a  piece  would  benefit  more  than  a 
select  group.  It  would  also  take  a 
financial  burden  off  245  deserving 
students.  Any  student  trying  to 
obtain  an  education.  1  feel 
qualifies  as  a  deserving  person. 
Young  and  old,  male  or  female, 
day  or  night  student.  The 
proposed  solution  may  be  hypo¬ 
thetical  but  it  is  worth  thinking 
about.  Education  is  the  key  and  I 
am  all  for  making  it  as  easy  as 
possible  for  everyone  to  have  the 
chance  of  furthering  their  educa¬ 
tion. 

Should  SGA  be  given  full  control 
of  student  activity  fees?  Yes.  1 
have  always  felt  that  experience  is 
the  best  teacher.  If  the 
administration  has  doubt  about  the 
ability  of  the  SGA  to  control  their

budget  and  are  seriously  con¬ 
cerned,  they  should  by  all  means 
give  SGA  a  chance  to  make  their 
own  financial  decisions  and  take 
the  up's  and  downs  as  they  come. 
I  feel  the  administration  must  look 
beyond  JJC  and  be  ail  for 
preparing  us  (the  students)  as 
responsible,  self-reliant  indi¬ 
viduals.  We  students  must  learn 
our  limitations  by  trial  and  error  if 
necessary.  1  also  feel  that  SGA  is  a 
capable  functioning  body  of 

responsible  students  and  is  able 
and  willing  to  handle  their  own 
finances.  Moreover,  the  admini¬ 
stration  should  look  at  •  the  SGA 
w'ith  pride  and  dignity  because  of 
their  decision  to  handle  their  own 
finances.” 

Larry  Orr:  “1  think  that  the 

student  body  as  a  whole  is  not 
really  aware  of  the  situation 

concerning  the  swimming  pool  or 
fine  arts  building.  They  should  be 
informed  a  great  deal  more  on  the 
details  and  then  maybe  have  a 
vote.  I  have  no  idea  what  the 

turn-out  for  a  vote  is  here,  but  if 
vou  informed  them  enough  they 
should  want  to  vote  on  it.  And  if 
they  don’t  want  to  vote  on  it,  then 
they  aren't  informed  enough. 
Right  offhand.  I  would  say  that 
$49,000  would  not  be  enough  to 
build  a  fine  arts  center  of  very

much  caliber  and  therefore  would 
favor  the  swimming  pool. 

The  SGA  should  have  a  certain 
amount  of  control  over  the  activity 
fund.  But  1  also  think  that  the 
students  must  realize  that  an  awful 
lot  of  experience  and  knowledge 
must  be  had  by  a  person  or  group 
that  controls  money.  There  is  more 
to  it  than  just  a  matter  of  who  gets 
to  control  the  money.  You  have  to 
know  how  to  control  it  effectively. 
Are  there  any  students  in  SGA 
who  would  have  those  capabilities? 
Maybe  a  joint  project?  The  SGA 
and  the  administration  have  got  to 
work  together  on  such  matters. 
Neither  one  can  do  it  alone.

McAninch 
Leads  N4C 
Women’s 
Sports 

Dr.  Harold  D.  McAninch, 
president  of  Joliet  Junior  College, 
opened  the  way  to  official  N4C 
competition  in  women's  sports  in  a 
series  of  motions  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  presidents  and 
athletic  directors  of  the  N4C 
conference  colleges  held  at  Morton 
College  May  1. 

Motions  made  by  McAninch  and 
approved  unanimously  by  the 
presidents  of  the  other  institutions 
represented  were: 

(1)  that  the  college  would  have 
the  right  to  participate  in  three 
sports  in  women’s  athletics  for  the 
college  year  '74-’75,  and  a 
schedule  would  be  developed  in 
those  sports,  w'hich  are  volleyball 
in  the  fall,  basketball  in  winter  and 
tennis  in  spring. 

(2)  that  the  Board  of  Commis¬ 
sioners  will  establish  temporary 
rules  and  regulations  for  the 
conduct  of  these  three  sports  and 
that  they  will  prepare  and  submit  a 
complete  set  of  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  conduct  of 
women's  athletics  to  the  Board  of 
Control  for  adoption  at  the  1975 
annual  meeting. 

(3)  that  the  N4C  Board  of 
Commissioners  present  to  the 
Board  of  Control  at  the  1975 
meeting,  complete  policies  and 
specific  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  implementation  of  competition 
in  women's  athletics. 

The  seeds  for  the  implementa¬ 
tion  of  women’s  athletics  into 
conference  competition  were  plant¬ 
ed  in  Joliet  last  year  when  the  N4C 
Athletic  Conference  Board  of 
Control,  meeting  here,  directed 
the  athletic  commission  of 
conference  athletic  directors  to 
prepare  a  plan  for  the  inclusion  of 
women's  athletics  into  the 
conference  during  the  1974-1975 
year. 

Members  of  the  North  Commun¬ 
ity  College  Conference  who  are 
pioneering  this  push  for  the 
recognition  of  women's  athletics  at 
the  conference  level  arc  Joliet 
Junior  College.  Morton  Commun¬ 
ity  College.  Wright  City  College. 
Thornton  Community  College,  and 
Rock  Valley  Community  College.

This  is  in  reference  to  Tom 
Roach’s  review  of  the  student- 
directed  One-Acts  in  the  May  6 
issue  of  the  JC  Blazer.  There  are 
several  points  in  Toni’s  review, 
with  which  I  do  not  agree. 

First,  I'm  afraid  that  Tom  does 
not  understand  that  there  is  a 
differnce  between  educational 
theatre  and  professional  theatre. 
The  students  in  the  JC  Players  are 
not  professionals,  rather,  they  are 
ametuers  who  are  working  very 
hard,  in  very  difficult  situations.  It 
is  true  that  the  3  one-acts  were  not 
of  Broadway  quality,  yet  I  do  not 
consider  Tom  Roach  is  as  qualified 
as  a  reviewer  from  the  New  York 
Times.

because  he  is  also  considered  one 
of  the  foremost  playwrights  alive 
today,  not  a  "half-baked"  idiot, 
who  is  "dumb." 

Third,  Tom  does  not  realize  that 
the  acoustics  in  D-Mall  are  not 
good.  Perhaps  Tom  thought  the 
actors  were  only  shouting,  but  did 
he  think  of  the  reason  behind  this? 
This  only  points  to  the  fact  that 
JJC  needs  a  Fine  Arts  Center. 
Finally.  1  was  very  upset  with  the 
manner  in  which  Tom  proceeded 
to  totally  destroy,  not  only  the 
plays  or  technical  aspects,  but  also 
the  people  involved.  1  can 
understand  constructive  critcism, 
but  to  totally  destroy  someone  in  a 
review  of  this  nature  is  ridiculous 
and  "idiotic.”

To  the  Editors. 

This  concerns  the  Roach  Review 
of  the  One  Acts  in  the  Blazer  issue 
of  May  6.  1974.  From  the 

comments  made  in  the  review,  it  is 
painfully  obvious  that  Mr.  Roach 
did  riot  understand  any  of  the 
three  plays. 

On  JB,  by  Archibald  MacLeish, 
Mr.  Roach  seems  to  have  been 
under  the  impression  that  the 
audience  was  trying  to  keep  from 
laughing.  I've,  too,  see  JB,  and 
got  no  such  feeling.  As  for  the  idea 
that  the  lines  were  written  on  the 
insides  of  the  masks  -  I  suspect 
that  the  anonymous  “Viewer"  who 
made  the  comment  was  Roach 
himself,  who  was  desperately 
trying  to  come  up  with  a  plausible 
reason  for  hating  the  play.  The 
reason  he  did  hate  it  is  obvious:  he 
didn't  get  it.  Unaware  that  the 
play  was  a  verse  play  (hence  the 
strange  dialogue)  or  that  Archibald 
MacLeish  is  one  of  the  foremost 
living  poets  in  the  world,  he 
compounded  the  error  by  missing 
the  whole  point  of  the  story.  As 
summed  up  by  Nickles,  "If  God  is 
God  he  is  not  good;  if  God  is  good, 
he  is  not  God;‘  -  the  eternal 
question  being  where  does  Evil 
come  from  if  God  is  all-powerful? 
and  why  does  innocence  suffer? 
Obviously,  this  point  was  too 
complicated  for  Roach  to  grasp. 

Perhaps  his  own  literary 
ignorance  can  excuse  Roach  for  his 
attacks  on  JC,  but  he  pretends  to 
have  some  authority  in  the  field  -  a 
pretension  which  is  thoroughly 
destroyed  bv  his  treatment  of 
Harold  Pinter’s  The  Dumb  Waiter. 
Pinter  is  considered  the  playwrit- 
er's  playwrite  and  requires  a  bit  of 
effort  to  understand.  Mr.  Roach 
evidently  lacked  the  needed 
intellectual  energy.  The  oedipal 
overtones,  which  are  present  in 
the  play,  and  the  fascination  with 


the  gun  -  the  phallus  -  excapeo 
with  the  gun  -  the  phallus  - 
the  gun  -  the  phallus  -  escaped 
him  completely,  as  did  the  theme, 
which  had  to  do  with  how  authority 
reacts  to  questioners.  Even  the 
reason  for  the  "sloppy  ending" 
escaped  him:  the  safely  lights  in 
D2001  don't  go  off,  so  the 
necessary  blackout  at  the  end  of 
the  play  was  rendered  impossible. 
Somehow,  this  was  blamed  on 
Cindy  Seng,  who  should  have 
broken  the  bulbs,  we  suppose. 

Finally,  with  Live  Spelled 
Backwards,  by  Jerome  Lawrence, 
Roach  arouses  our  suspicions  that 
he  had  fallen  asleep  the  minute 
the  lights  went  down  and  missed 
half  the  dialogue.  He  complains 
that  the  characters  were  unbeliev¬ 
able;  had  he  bothered  to  listen,  he 
might  have  heard  the  Play  writ’s 
comment  that  if  a  play  were  to  be 
written  about  a  bar,  the  characters 
would  all  be  unbelievable, 
the  characters  are  stereotypes,  six 
-  each  the  "Ultimate"  in  his  own 
way.  he  also  complains  about  the 
shouting;  the  acoustics  of  D  Mall 
have  been  a  subject  of  criticism  all 
year  and  surely  the  actors  cannot 
be  blamed  for  trying  to  be  heard. 

In  summation,  what  destroyed 
the  One  Acts  for  Mr.  Roach  was 
not  any  fault  of  the  plays, 
themselves,  the  directors  or  the 
actors.  What  ruined  them  were  the 
caverns  that  pass  for  theatrical 
facilities  at  JuCo  and  most  of  all, 
Mr.  Roach's  own  overwhelming 
ignorance.  He  did  not  understand 
any  of  the  three  plays  at  all.

Writings  reflective  of  environment 


Despite  the  size,  and  also  the 
lack  of  enthusiasm  most  people 
have  for  attending  a  junior  college. 
JJC  has  always  had  a  great  variety 
■in  the  type  of  students  it  recruits  . 

.  .  and  an  ever  greater  variety  and 
number  of  successes  that  pass 
through  its  graduating  classes.  In 
this  year's  class  of  sophomores 
one  student  in  particular  has 
attained  a  high  plateau  in  his 
struggle  to  achieve  his  ultimate 
goal. 

W.  H.  Watling,  Jr.  (known  to 
his  friends  as  “Bill”)  (a 
journalism/English  major,  is  one 
of  the  few  students  to  attend 
JJC  to  have  been  published 
in  a  major  literary  work. 
Two  of  Watling’s  poems,  “On: 
No"  and  "Out  of  Here”  are  going 
to  be  published  in  Vantage  Press's 
third  edition  hardcover  anthology 
New  Voices  in  American  Poetry. 

Bill  is  well-known  to  Blazer 
readers  for  his  weekly  feature 
stories  on  various  staff  and  faculty 
members.  His  talent  in  this  area  is 
well  appreciated,  but  few  people 
know  of  his  great  talent  for  poetry 
as  well. 

Bill  first  started  writing  poetry 
around  March  1968  as  a  substitute 
for  his  favorite  sport,  track.  Due  to 
an  injury,  he  couldn't  run  for 
approximately  a  year  competi¬ 
tively,  and  used  his  writing  as  an 
outlet. 

After  enlisting  in  the  Army  at 
age  17  in  1969,  Bill  had  intended 
to  make  the  service  his  career, 
until  he  went  through  basic 
training.  He  qualified  for  both 
Officer’s  Candidate  School  and 
Army  Intelligence  School,  and 
attended  the  latter  in  Baltimore, 
with  his  emphasis  of  study  in 
interrogation.  His  doubts  about 
the  morality  of  the  Vietnam  War 
began  as  a  result  of  discussions 
with  both  anti-army  servicemen 
and  pro-armv  servicemen. 

After  attending  Interrogation 
school.  Bill  went  to  the  Defense 
Language  Institute  in  California  to 
study  the  Viet  language  in  the 
summer  of  1970.  At  this  point,  the 
waiting  and  knowing  that  he  was 
to  go  to  Vietnam  within  the  year, 
caused  W.  H.  to  develop  early 
stages  of  an  ulcer. 

As  a  cure  for  his  developing 
condition,  the  U.  S.  Army  gave 
him  a  30-day  leave  and  orders  for 


Vietnam. 

Arriving  in  DaNang.  Watling 
was  put  to  work  in  Sensors 
(bugging  devices  monitored  to  find 
and  bomb  people).  He  wasn't  able 
to  interrogate  because  the 
Vietnamization  program  had  given 
that  part  of  the  war  over  to  the 
South  Vietnamese.  He  also  worked 
as  a  Da  Nang  to  Saigon  courier.  In 
these  two  positions  he  never  had 
to  carry  a  gun.  but  his  doubts 
about  the  war  began  to  turn 
against  it.  His  commanding  officer 
decided  to  test  him.  so  he  gave 
Watling  orders  to  carry  a  gun  on 
two  different  missions.  He  refused 
both  and  applied  for  consciencious 
objector  status.  The  commander 
sent  him  to  be  interviewed  by  a 
psychiatrist,  a  chaplain  and  a 
lawyer.  After  being  unable  to 
prove  he  was  either  mentally  or 
spiritually  in  trouble,  the  officer 
delayed  sending  Watling's  CO 
papers  to  Washington  for  months. 

Upon  his  return  from  Vietnam 
(after  spending  his  full  year  there) 
his  application  for  Consciencious 
Objector  status  was  approved  with 
an  Honorable  Discharge  being 
awarded  him  on  December  23. 
1971. 

Bill  went  to  work  for  the  next  six 
months  at  GAF  corporation. 
Because  he  had  made  up  his  mind 
that  he  wanted  more  out  of  life,  he 
decided  to  go  back  to  school,  and 
enrolled  here  at  JJC  in  the  fall  of 
1972  at  the  age  of  21. 

Since  coming  to  JuCo.  Bill  has 
been  active  on  the  staffs  of  both 
the  Blazer  and  the  Shield.  At  this 
time,  Watling  became  more 
serious  about  his  poetry  and  began 
to  write  a  great  deal  more. 

"With  the  encouragement  of 
Bev  Shields  and  Mary  Taylor,  1 
began  to  hit  magazines  and 
publishers  and  entered  contests." 
In  mid-February  he  received  word 
from  Vantage  Press  that  he  was  to 
to  be  published  in  their  upcoming 
hardcover  anthology.  Because  of 
his  literary  and  journalistic  work. 
W.  H.  was  nominated  and 
accepted  as  a  member  of  Who's 
Who  in  American  Junior  Colleges 
1974.” 

Blazer  advisor  Bev  Shields  gave 
Watling  an  entry  blank  for  the 
National  Poetry  Press's  annual 
contest.  Only  poems  one  page  or 
less  were  to  be  accepted.  Last

Joliet  Junior  College  Excels  in 
Reading/ Writing  Proficiency 


Two  JuCo 

Instructors  Retire 


Joliet  Junior  College  is  an  active 
pioneer  in  the  matter  of  increased 
reading-writing  proficiency  for 
adults,  according  to  reading 
instructor  Natalie  Miller. 

Recognizing  that  many  indi¬ 
viduals  who  need  or  would  like  to 
have  further  education  have  not 
attained  the  reading  or  composi¬ 
tion  skills  to  make  their  efforts 
most  productive,  the  college 
established  a  lab  where  students 
may  go  and  work  at  their  own  pace 
to  improve  those  skills. 

Although  the  laboratory  is 
equipped  with  a  variety  of 
audio-tutorial  machines,  perhaps 
the  greatest  benefit  it  offers  is 
direct,  individual  help  from  the 
instructors,  Mrs.  Miller  and  Myra 
Linden. 

A  reading  specialist,  Mrs.  Miller 
graduated  with  a  B.S.  from 
Wisconsin  State  College  and  an 
M.A.  from  the  University  of 
Minnesota.  Mrs.  Linden’s  degrees 
are  from  Illinois  State  University 
and  from  Rosary  College.  She  is  a 
specialist  in  writing  and  library 
science. 

Questioned  about  their  clients, 
the  instructors  indicated  that  the 
utilization  of  the  lab  cannot  be 
categorized.  “We  have  several 
foreign  students  who  have  raised 
their  level  of  English  usage  from 
what  would  be  considered  the 
‘primary  school’  level  to  the  point 
that  college  level  work  is  not 
beyond  them,”  Mrs.  Miller  said. 
“Then  we  have  some  students

whose  reading  and  writing  ability 
is  quite  above  average  but  who  use 
the  lab  regularly  to  improve.  One 
girl  who  is  very  bright  comes  in 
several  times  a  week  to  work  in  the 
lab.  She  plans  to  go  to  law  school 
and  she  knows  that  she  will  need 
skills  above  those  she  has  although 
her  present  ability  is  quite  good.” 

“We  frequently  have  students 
who  are  enrolled  for  only  this 
course.  Perhaps  they  intend  to 
enroll  as  regular  students  later,  or 
perhaps  they  have  found  a  specific 
need  in  their  personal  and 
business  lives  to  be  able  to 
communicate  more  effectively.  At 
any  rate,  people  need  to  know  that 
they  have  a  place  where  they  can 
come  and  for  a  very  small  amount 
of  money,  be  able  to  increase  their 
vocabulary,  reading  speed,  or 
other  skills,”  Mrs.  Miller  ex¬ 


plained.  “There  are  speed  reading 
classes  run  by  private  concerns 
that  cost  many  times  what  our 
tuition  is,  and  provide  no  more  for 
the  student.” 

Use  of  the  reading-writing  lab  is 
growing  consistently.  During  the 
fall  of  1972,  2616  student  hours 
were  recorded  in  the  lab.  Last  fall, 
usage  more  than  doubled. 

"We  do  not  refer  to  the  lab  as  a 
remedial  facility,"  Mrs.  Miller 
noted.  "While  it  is  tremendously 
helpful  for  low-ability  or  under¬ 
achieving  students,  anyone  who 
desires  to  improve  can  do  so  here. 
We  have  enrolled  students  with 
reading  speeds  of  nearly  a 
thousand  words  a  minute  who 
simply  want  to  progress  from 
there.” 

has  been  with  JJC  since  1957,  the 
greatest  use  of  the  writing  lab  is 
by  veterans.  “Many  of  our 
returning  veterans  have  been  out 
of  school  for  several  years.  They 
are  normally  just  a  little  ‘rusty’ 
when  it  comes  to  putting  ideas  on 
paper,  so  we  concentrate  on 
reviewing  the  mechanics  of 
writing.  We  go  into  such  things  as 
narrowing  or  expanding  a  topic, 
re-writing,  proof-reading,  and 
writing  a  critical  book  review.” 

Mrs.  Linden  uses  tapes  and 
booklets  to  round  out  the 
individualized  help  she  gives  each 
student.  "Sometimes  just  a  few 
lessons  launches  the  student  into  a 
highly  successful  academic 
career."  she  said.

The  instructors  indicated  that 
the  cooperation  between  them  is 
an  important  aspect  of  the 
program.  "Each  of  us  analyzes  the 
problems  we  find  and  then  we 
discuss  what  we  can  do 
cooperatively  to  help  the  student. 
Of  course,  problems  in  reading 
frequently  cause  problems  in 
composition  and  vice  versa." 

Persons  planning  to  enroll  for 
classes  at  the  college  and 
individuals  who  would  like  to 
enroll  in  the  reading-writing  lab 
only  are  invited  to  visit  the  lab  at 
any  time  between  7:30  a.m.  and 
4:30  p.m.  and  discuss  their  needs 
with  the  instructors.  A  specific 
appointment  may  be  made  by 
calling  Mrs.  Miller  or  Mrs.  Linden 
at  729-9020,  Extension  284.
